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Threat to 
superfast 
broadband 
cash pot 

A multi-million pound cash 
pot being made available to 
improve broadband speeds 
in rural Shropshire could 
be under threat - because 
the council can’t afford to 
match-fund it. 

The Government an¬ 
nounced it was to make 
an additional £250 million 
available across the UK to 
roll out superfast broadband 
speeds, to give 95 per cent 
of the country access to the 
fastest connections by 2017. 

But the requirement to 
match-fund at a local level 
could mean the Governe- 
ment will end up spending 
far less than £250m because 
cash-poor local authorities 
are unable to meet their 
part of the deal. The £12.8m 
cash pot earmarked for this 
county, of which £11.38m 
was for Shropshire and 
£1.42m for Telford and Wre- 
kin, is already under threat. 

The need for money to 
allow take-up of the scheme 
comes as Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil plans £80m budget cuts 
over the next three years. 

Steve Charmley, council 
cabinet member for broad¬ 
band, said “This makes the 
match-funding an issue that 
will require some thought. 

“We’ll be looking for sup¬ 
port from various sources to 
get the match-funding and 
really make use of this extra 
money and the opportunity 
it gives to get Shropshire 
better connected to faster 
fibre broadband.” 

Plas Wilmot 
on agenda 

ACCESS to a housing devel¬ 
opment on the orchard, pad- 
dock and vegetable garden 
where Shropshire war poet 
Wilfred Owen played at sol¬ 
diers as a small boy is set to 
be discussed by Shropshire 
councillors next week. 

Developers have already 
been granted outline plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
seven homes in the grounds 
of Plas Wilmot, in Weston 
Lane, and hope to get per¬ 
mission for the access road 
when the north planning 
committee meets on Tues¬ 
day. Plas Wilmot is a listed 
building. 


TAX PAYERS HIT 
BY NEW BUDGET 


COUNCIL tax payers will be hit in the 
pocket after Powys County Coun¬ 
cil finally agreed a new budget on 
Wednesday. 

Eight hours of debate over two days finally 
led to the council’s budget being set after fears 
that responsibility for running the council 
would have been taken over by the Welsh Gov¬ 


ernment if no decision 
could be reached 

Now council tax payers 
will be asked to stump up 
an extra 4.5 per cent in a 
budget which will see 400 
jobs lost, day centres for 
elderly people losing direct 
council support and meals- 
on-wheels being hit. 

There will also be a major 
review of education and 
post-16 education in Powys. 

Last week the cabinet’s 
recommendation for a 3.95 
per cent increase in the 
council tax and its list of 
planned savings failed to 
win a majority vote and the 
meeting was adjourned to 
allow the leaders of all the 
political parties to work out 
a solution to finding £20 
million to balance the coun¬ 
cil’s books. 

The vote includes using 
£224,000 of reserves to bal¬ 
ance the books. 

The budget will include 
the “reconfiguration” of day 
centres for the elderly across 
the county although Cabi¬ 
net member and Llanfyllin 
Councillor, Darren Mayor 
reassured worried council¬ 
lors they will not close. 

“The intention is not to 
close day centres but to re¬ 
model and “disinvest” in 
them. This work is already 
underway in Newtown 
where it is envisaged a trust 
will run the day centre. 

“We have to work to¬ 
gether for the people of 
Powys otherwise I am scared 
about what will happen in 
the coming two years.”

The council agreed to 
begin a review of the educ¬ 
tion service across Powys 
and councillors were warned 
that a review of the way ed¬ 
ucation was delivered would 
carry on. 

Grants to many organi¬ 
sation will be lost although 
a planned 50 per cent cut 
in the £90,000 grant to the 
Citizens Advice Bureau was 
changed to a 15 per cent cut. 

Councillor David Price 
said: “How are we going to 
ensure that our theatres are 
going to remain open when 
we are cutting 100 per cent 
of our grants to the arts.” 

There was a plea from the 
Liberal leader on the coun¬ 
cil, Councillor John Morris, 
to look carefully at the jobs 
that will be lost. 

“The 400 full time jobs 
equate to more when you 
look at part time jobs. That 
means 500-600 families will 
lose income . I would urge 
that we look at ways of keep¬ 
ing some of these positions.” 

Cuts include the scrap¬ 
ping of the council’s Red 
Kite magazine, saving 
£36,000, saving £65,000 
on a new staff lease car 
scheme, £126,000 cuts to 
the use of external consult¬ 
ants, £65,000 additional 
grant savings and reducing 
the contribution to election 
reserves by £30,000.

DOG owners who allow 
their pets to foul in public 
places have been warned 
they face tough action. 

The vow comes after two 
fixed penalty notices were 
successfully served on dog 
owners in Welshpool and 
Builth Wells who failed to 
properly dispose of the mess. 

The £75 fines were handed 
out because of information 
from the public, according 
to the Powys Community 
Safety Partnership. Oficials 
at the partnership said res¬ 
idents and businesses can 
play a vital role in helping 
combat dog fouling in the 
county. 

The partnership issued 
the message after Powys 
County Council, one of the 
members in the partnership, 
issued a fixed penalty notice 
to a Welshpool dog owner 
after a member of the pub¬ 
lic witnessed the incident 
taking place on open space 
land near Wildwood Court, 
Oldford . 

Residents, local busi¬ 
nesses, public bodies and 
housing associations are 
being urged to report any 
incidents of dog fouling that 
takes place on designated 
land to the council so that it 
can investigate.

THE number of motorists arrested for drink 
driving in Shropshire has risen by about 45 
per cent in the space of almost two years, 
new figures have revealed. 

More than 500 people were stopped by police and 
arrested during 2013 - 414 of which were prosecut¬ 
ed. It is a significant increase on the 359 arrests be¬ 
tween April 2011 and March 2012 and the 377 re- 

-———-corded the previous year. 

The worst offender among 
the 522 people arrested last 
year was found to have 157 
microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35. 

Another offender had 221 
milligrammes of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of blood, al¬ 
most three times over the 
legal limit of 80. 

And 150 milligrammes 
of alcohol was found in 100 
millilitres of urine in a third 
offender, well over the legal 
limit of 107. 

The vast majority of the 
414 people prosecuted in 
2013 - 367 - were from the 
United Kingdom. 

The second highest rep¬ 
resented nation was Poland 
with 16 people prosecuted 
for drink drive offences, 
while nine were from Lithu¬ 
ania and seven from Latvia. 

Meanwhile, 190 people 
were arrested for drink driv¬ 
ing in Powys during 2013. 
The highest reading was 
255 milligrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of urine. 

Superintendent Nav 
Malik, from West Mercia 
Police, said drink driving 
remains a priority for the 
force - and warned offend¬ 
ers that they will lose their 
licence if caught. 

He said: “Sadly, across 
West Mercia we still do ar¬ 
rest a number of people each 
week for drink driving. 

“Some of those arrested 
are breathalysed because 
they were speeding or driv¬ 
ing erratically, while others 
are stopped during routine 
checks.” 


Man bit his 
wife during 
a drunken 
fight in bed 

A MAN bit his wife on the 
chin after a night spent 
drinking, Shrewsbury mag¬ 
istrates heard. 

Gwyn Jones, of Vyrnwy 
Road, Oswestry, appeared 
in court on Tuesday and 
admitted assaulting Sha¬ 
ron Jones on December 30. 
He was handed a 24 month 
community order and told 
to pay a £20 fine, £60 sur¬ 
charge and £85 costs. 

Magistrates heard that 
49-year-old Jones, who rep¬ 
resented himself, was a re¬ 
covering alcoholic who had 
been married for 17 years. 

Mrs Katie Price, prose¬ 
cuting, said: ““The defend¬ 
ant became an alcoholic who 
would be verbally abusive to 
his wife, threw her around 
and punched her. “On De¬ 
cember 30, at 6am, she was 
asleep in bed. Both had been 
drinking and had been ar¬ 
guing the night before. The 
defendant came in to the 
bedroom and bit her on the 
chin, beat her, pushed her 
off the bed and wrapped her 
head in the duvet.” 

Mr Jones said: “Since 
then we have been getting 
on and I haven’t been in a 
pub this year.”

A MAN who launched a savage attack on his 
mother has been committed to hospital un¬ 
der the Mental Health Act. 

Liam Stewart, 32, of Oswestry, attacked his moth¬ 
er Susan so severely she looked like she had “come 
off very much the worst” after a boxing match, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court was told on Friday. 

Judge Robin Onions told the court he “shuddered to 
think” what would have 
happened to Mrs Stewart 
had it not been for the ac¬ 
tion of neighbour Samantha 
Cobb who repeatedly tried 
to stop the attack despite 
being assaulted several 
times by Stewart herself. 

The judge issued a hos¬ 
pital order, saying he was 
satisfied Stewart, of Swan 
Lane, who has suffered 
mental health problems for 
many years, was a risk to 
the public and a danger to 
his mother in particular. 

The order contains a re¬ 
striction order, meaning 
Stewart will only be re¬ 
leased with the authority of 
the secretary of state for jus¬ 
tice. The judge commended 
the actions of Mrs Cobb. 

Stewart admitted inflict¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm 
on his mother on August 13 
last year and assaulting Mrs 
Cobb, causing her actual 
bodily harm. 

The offences happened 
while Stewart was serving a 
suspended jail sentence for 
attacking a neighbour with 
a hammer in August 2011. 

Mr Robert Edwards, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Stewart at¬ 
tacked his mother initially 
in his flat, punching her up 
to 10 times. 

She managed to escape 
but he carried on assaulting 
his blood-covered mother 
in the street. Neighbours 
rugby tackled Stewart and 
restrained him until police 
arrived. 

Mrs Debra White, for 
Stewart, said his mother 
felt had been let down by 
the mental health services. 


Police boss 
says no to 
devolution 
of the force 

POWYS’ police comissioner 
says powers over policing in 
the county should not be de¬ 
volved to the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly from Westminster. 

Mr Salmon said he be¬ 
lieves that if the current 
set-up is changed differ¬ 
ences between the forces 
on either side of the border 
would “manifest” and said 
he does not believe the plans 
would help cut crime. 

He said: “I believe that, 
broadly, the right balance 
exists between Westminster 
and Cardiff in relation to 
policing. I am in complete 
support of the principle of 
devolution, it is a necessary 
and welcome response to 
social, democratic and tech¬ 
nical change. But police and 
crime commissioners ensure 
that governance, in this case 
relating to a technically 
! non-devolved’ function, is 
de facto devolved. Decisions 
affecting Wales are made by 
politicians elected in Wales. 

“Commissioners can raise 
taxes, set spending priori¬ 
ties, hire staff and make ex¬ 
ecutive decisions. I believe 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioners enhance the devolu¬ 
tion settlement.”

Tomorrow really does mark the 
end of an era for not just Welsh¬ 
pool but for the footballing com¬ 
munity in Wales. 

Memorabilia owned by Mr 
Tegwyn Evans, the former pres¬ 
ident of the Welsh Football 
Association, will go under the 
hammer in Welshpool Town Hall, 
finally bringing the curtain down 
on the life of a remarkable man. 

If you’d cut Tegwyn Evans 
open you would have found he 
was like a stick of rock with the 
words football and Welshpool 
FC written all the way through. 

A confirmed bachelor, he died 
aged 85, having dedicated his 
life to the town where he was 
born and raised. And more par¬ 
ticularly he dedicated his life to 
the town’s football club. 

Quite simply Tegwyn Evans 
was Welshpool Town Football 
Club and fully earned his image 
as “Mr Welshpool.” He served as 
linesman, committee man, sec¬ 
retary, chairman and president 
as the club’s fortunes fluctuated 
throughout his lifetime. 

His proudest moments came 
when Welshpool won the Welsh 
Amateur Cup and he was able to 
parade his club at a civic recep¬ 
tion thrown by the local council. 

But there was much more to 
this likeable man, who had a 
warm handshake and smile for 
everyone he met. 

His enthusiasm for football 
took him to bigger stages where 
he became chairman of the new¬ 
ly formed Central Wales Foot¬ 
ball Association and then to the 
greatest honour of all, becoming 
president of the Welsh Football 
Association. 

He travelled the World as an 
ambassador for Welsh foot¬ 
ball, never afraid to tell every¬ 
one about Welshpool and the 
achievements of his own club. 

At his funeral the great and 
the good of Welsh football paid 
tribute. The congregation was 
stunned when a never-ending 
list of the organisations he sup¬ 
ported was read out by his great 
friend David Alun Jones. 

Because there was another 
side to Tegwyn Evans. He quietly 
supported the Liberal Party, sat 
on endless committees and was 
a relentless fund raiser for nu¬ 
merous charities. 

He served on Welshpool Town 
Council for many years, includ¬ 
ing as mayor between 1981 and 
1983 and was chairman of the 
town’s carnival committee. In 
2002, he was awarded the MBE 
by the Queen for his services to 
the town and to Welshpool Foot¬ 
ball Club. 

Tomorrow brings closure on 
the life of one of Welshpool’s 
most famous sons when his 
private possessions and collec¬ 
tions go up for auction. 

Welshpool already misses 
Tegwyn Evans, I personally miss 
his Saturday morning chats and 
words of wisdom, and I fear he 
leaves a gap that will never be 
filled.

Councillors say yes to 
£80 million cuts plan 


CHRIS BURN reports from 
the vital meeting which 
confirmed budget cuts 
right across Shropshire 

CUTS of £80 million have been 
approved by Shropshire coun¬ 
cillors. 

The decision will see Shropshire 
Council’s workforce halved and 
sweeping changes made to all ser¬ 
vices. 

A full council meeting at Shirehall last 
Thursday gave approval to a business 
plan for the next three years. 

It will see major cuts across depart¬ 
ments such as adult social care and chil¬ 
dren’s services and the sell-off of the 
council’s main Bridgnorth offices, West- 
gate, in order to meet a multi-million 
pound budget shortfall. 

The cuts, which will come into force 
from April, come on top of £87 million of 
savings the authority has already had to 
make since 2009. 

Around 1,700 workers are leaving the 
authority, with compulsory redundancies 
anticipated on top of hundreds of volun¬ 
tary redundancies that have already been 
made. 

Areas facing some of the biggest cuts 
include adult social care, where over £24 
million is to be saved, and children’s ser¬ 
vices, where £12.6 million of cuts will 
take place. 

The plans were approved by a vote of 
41 to 17. 

Conservative and independent coun¬ 
cillors supported the financial strategy, 
while the Liberal Democrat and Labour 
groups opposed. 

The meeting also approved proposals 
to freeze council tax for the fifth year in 
a row, although there will be increases in 
police and fire service elements of council 
tax bills in April, with both organisations 
planning 1.99 per cent increases. 

Councillor allowances will also be

maintained at their current levels for 
next year. 

But party leaders are to meet to dis¬ 
cuss the issue of making changes to al¬ 
lowances before putting suggestions to 
an Independent Remuneration Panel. 

Council leader Keith Barrow said the 
authority was trying its best to deal 
with the massive savings challenges it 
faces. 

He said the redesign of departments 
may result in better services being pro¬ 
vided at a lower cost. 

“We are in all this together. We all 
want what is best for the people of 
Shropshire,” he said. 

“We are not responsible for where we 
are but we are dealing with it. We have 
a plan and we are not panicking.” 

But opposition councillors raised 
concerns about whether the savings 
laid out in the financial strategy were 


achievable, with £40 million of the cuts 
front-loaded to take place next year. 

Councillor Roger Evans, leader of 
the Liberal Democrat group, said the 
business plan had identified over half 
of next year’s £40 million cuts as re¬ 
quiring more work to be turned into 
operational plans with timescales for 
delivery. 

“It is not a good picture and not a 
good future for the residents of Shrop¬ 
shire,” he said. 

He was particularly concerned about 
the savings targets for adult social care, 
given overspends in this area in the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

Councillor Barrow said the authority 
has £12 million set aside in reserves 
should targets not be met. 

Councillor Alan Mosley, leader of 
the Labour group, said the budget rep¬ 
resented the “demise” of Shropshire 


Council and added that little detail 
about precisely how cuts will be made 
has been revealed. 

“This is a very sad day for Shropshire 
and its residents,” he said. 

“The council is getting rid of more 
than half of its staff. It is in the eco¬ 
nomic mire and doesn’t know what it is 
going to do for the next three years.” 

He said the fact the business plan sug¬ 
gests only £16 million of next year’s cuts 
are considered to be fully ready to be im¬ 
plemented represented a “massive risk” 
to the people of Shropshire. 

Independent councillor Madge Shine- 
ton criticised the Liberal Democrat and 
Labour groups for not coming up with 
any alternative budget proposals. 

But she said she was concerned about 
the impact of the authority’s redun¬ 
dancy programme. 

“I do worry we are losing the best ex¬ 
pertise and those with the widest expe¬ 
rience,” she said. 

“In planning, we are losing people 
who understand the geography in which 
they are working.” 

A housing site planned in the shad¬ 
ows of Oswestry’s ancient hillfort will 
remain in the development masterplan 
for Shropshire. 

Officials from the Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort (HOOOH) asked for 
the Whittington Road site to be removed 
from the SAMDev strategic plan guiding 
future housing developments around 
Shropshire. 

The decision was a major change to 
the original plans for almost 200 homes 
in the area and followed a petition 
against the proposals signed by more 
than 8,000 people. 

John Waine from HOOOH said he 
hoped the idea of keeping the third site 
in the document would also be reconsid¬ 
ered.

There has been lots of public¬ 
ity over recent days about ‘The 
Silk Report.’ 

This report is hugely important 
to Wales, and in some respects 
to Shropshire and the Border 
country as well. I suspect very 
few readers know what it’s all 
about. This column tries to out¬ 
line the basics. 

Wales became a devolved 
nation in 1999, following a ref¬ 
erendum of the Welsh people 
in 1997. A National Assembly 
for Wales (or Welsh Assembly) 
was elected but it had little real 
power. In particular it didn’t have 
the power to pass new laws or to 
raise taxes. 

In 2006 the then Labour Gov¬ 
ernment gave some limited law 
making power to the Assem¬ 
bly, powers which were greatly 
strengthened and simplified af¬ 
ter another referendum in 2010. 
Then in 2011, the UK Govern¬ 
ment set up a ‘commission’ to 
consider how to make the Welsh 
Government financially account¬ 
able and whether responsibility 
over any new policy areas should 
be devolved. 

Paul Silk was appointed chair¬ 
man of this cross-party com¬ 
mission and it has produced its 
report in two parts - Silk One, 
which was published in Nov 
2012, and Silk Two which was 
published this week. The Silk 
Report as a whole recommends 
well over 100 changes. 

The most important recom¬ 
mendation is that the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment should be responsible 
for levying taxes, including about 
50 per cent of income tax. Even 
though I was opposed to setting 
up the Assembly in 1997, I am in 
favour of making the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment financially accountable 
through tax responsibility. 

Ironically, the only party in 
Wales opposed to this change is 
Labour, which would much pre¬ 
fer to receive a block grant from 
Westminster than be account¬ 
able to Welsh taxpayers. Welsh 
Labour Ministers would prefer 
to simply blame the UK Govern¬ 
ment for not providing enough 
money than take responsibility 
for raising money themselves. 

Despite this opposition from 
Labour, the UK Government is 
going to legislate. 

In summary, my response to 
the Silk Report is no tax respon¬ 
sibility means no extra powers.

WHAT EMPLOYMENT LAW ISSUES COULD ARISE FROM PENSION AUTO-ENROLMENT? 

Q: I run a small business and I have recently attended a seminar on pension auto-enrolment that was organised by my accountant. One of the speakers 
emphasised the importance of taking legal as well as financial advice, and I am unclear as to what employment law issues could arise as a consequence of auto¬ 
enrolment. 

A: All employers must comply with the auto-enrolment rules by their particular staging date and ensure eligible job holders, unless they are already active 
members of a qualifying scheme, are enrolled in an automatic enrolment scheme by that date. If you are unsure about your staging date or any of these terms you 
should seek immediate professional advice. 

The pension clauses in your contracts of employment should accurately reflect the auto-enrolment processes you have put in place. You must provide basic 
information to your employees regarding pensions, either in a written statement, an employment contract or as a stand-alone document. 

It would be prudent for any revised contracts of employment to include a clause permitting you to process your employees’ personal data, as this will be required 
by your pension scheme provider and you could find yourself in breach of the Data Protection Act 1998 if you fail to obtain their prior express consent. You might 
also consider a deduction from wages clause in relation to the employee’s pension contribution sum to be deducted from salary. 

There is a myriad of other issues that employers should consider, particularly as failing to consider certain issues could result in claims. You may be able to reduce 
the administrative burden of auto-enrolment by contractual enrolment. It would wise to seek proper legal advice as early as possible.

Bigger priorities than HS2 rail link Atos has 

let down 
sufferers 
in tests 


THERE has been considerable dis¬ 
cussion regarding the proposed high¬ 
speed rail link from London and deal¬ 
ing with excess floodwater. 

It makes sense for the HS2 scheme 
to be shunted into a siding for the fore¬ 
seeable future. The estimated cost is 
in the region of £50 billion and almost 
certainto rise before the scheme is 
completed in about 2025. 

The upgrade of the West Coast 
Main Line from London (Euston) to 
Glasgow around 15 years ago was fore¬ 
cast to cost no more than £2 billion. 
The final figure was in the region of 


£8 billion and the line was restricted 
to 125mph instead of the anticipated 
140mph, in order to reduce the cost of 
the scheme. 

It makes sense for the money set 
aside for HS2 to be used to implement 
a long-term plan to prevent flooding. 
As part of the scheme, additional res¬ 
ervoirs could be built to retain water 
in those areas susceptible to flooding 
and then the water could be released, 
as required. 

It is down to a question of prior¬ 
ities, HS2 has to be a second class 
option, and something which may be 


desirable but not likely to provide 
value for money in either the short or 
the long term. HS2 was never about 
reducing the journey time from Bir¬ 
mingham to London. The main aim 
was to increase the capacity of the line 
by enabling reduced journey time. 

Greater capacity could be created 
by increasing the length of platforms 
(where possible), longer trains, re¬ 
duced first class capacity and conse¬ 
quent increased standard class, and 
improved signalling.

Only 13.4 per cent said 
the healthcare professional 
from Atos understood their 
condition. 

Of those allowed to see a 
copy of the Atos report on 
their face-to-face assess¬ 
ment more than 82 per cent 
said it was not an true reflec¬ 
tion of the answers given. A 
further 92 per cent said the 
process caused stress and 
made their condition worse. 
Fewer than a third felt 
they were asked about all 
the symptoms that affected 
their ability to work.

A housing site planned in the shadow of Oswestry’s ancient hillfort 
will remain in the development masterplan for Shropshire. 

Officials from the Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort (HOOOH) asked for the 
Whittington Road site to removed from the SAMDev strategic plan guiding fu¬ 
ture housing developments around Shropshire. 

Oswestry Town Council also supported the idea of the site being dropped. Two other 
sites in the shadow of the hillfort were taken out of the development plan last week. 
The decision was a major change to the original plans for almost 200 homes in the area. 


Joinery firm 
wins award 

OSWESTRY-BASED joinery specialist Rich¬ 
ard Burbidge has been crowned the nation¬ 
al winner of the Investing in Skills category 
at the Engineering Employers Federation 
Future Manufacturing Awards. 

The company had to fight off stiff com¬ 
petition from others across the UK to be 
awarded the prestigious accolade. 

Implementing a ‘Lean Manufacturing 
philosophy’ was key to success, judges said. 
This saw the business work with staff to 
adopt new ways of working, enabling it to 
improve efficiency and provide an enhanced 
service to customers. 

Richard Burbidge has successfully trained 
105 of its employees in lean manufacturing 
techniques. It was this commitment to the 
development of its staff members that led 
Richard Burbidge to take first place in the 
national final. 

The judges said the firm’s entry outlined 
a powerful example of a wide reaching train¬ 
ing programme that achieved targets and 
laid down the foundation for future growth. 


It followed a petition against the proposals 
signed by more than 8,000 people. John 
Waine, from HOOOH, said he hoped the 
idea of keeping the third site in the docu¬ 
ment would also be reconsidered. 

But Councillor Mai Price, Shropshire 
Council portfolio holder for housing, said he 
would not be making further changes. He 
said developers had already been in touch 
asking to reinstate the other two locations. 
Councillor Price said both the objectors and 
developers would have to make their views 
known in the next stage of public consul¬ 
tation. The SAMDev proposals, which will 
guide the building of thousands of homes 
and the creation of new employment land 
in Shropshire up until 2026, were approved 
unanimously by councillors yesterday. A 
six-week period of public consultation will 
now start on March 14. 

Councillors raised concern the SAMDev 
proposals, which have been drawn up after 
consultation with the public over four years, 
were being superseded by the Government’s 
National Planning Policy Framework. 

Because Shropshire Council is deemed 
not to have enough development land for 
the next five years, planners can only reject 
schemes that can be proved to damage the 
local environment. This has resulted in a 
spate of applications for sites not included 
in the draft SAMDev document.

Wrexham councillors fear the use of the 10 metre 
high anemometer mast on land at Llechrydau Farm 
at Craignant will “open the floodgates” to windfarm 
applications around the B y lain StJohn 
picturesque Ceiriog Val¬ 


ley. 

But Wrexham Council 
planners say the approval 
of the application does not 
imply any subsequent appli¬ 
cations for a windfarm will 
also get the go-ahead. 

The planners will recom¬ 
mend councillors give the 
go-ahead to the application 
when it comes before their 
planning committee meet¬ 
ing. 

The application has been 
lodged by Wrexham Wind 
Energy Ltd and is centred 
on land about four kilo¬ 
metres from Glyn Ceiriog. 

The firm is looking for 
retrospective permission to 
install the anemometer for 
a temporary period of up to 
two years. 

A planner’s report says 
the applicant’s consultants 
are carrying out studies to 
determine the suitability of 
the site for wind energy and 
the environmental impact of 
any proposed development. 

The planners say the 


structure has actually been 
in place since 2010. 

The report says Glyntra- 
ian Community Council, 
which covers the area, had 
raised queries over when 
the temporary two-year pe¬ 
riod would begin. 

And the adjoining 
Llansantffraid Glyn Ceiriog 
Community Council had 
raised further concerns. 

The report says the com¬ 
munity council said: “Ap¬ 
proving this scheme will 
open the “flood gates” to 
further and larger applica¬ 
tions. 

“The Ceiriog Valley is 
a beautiful area which at¬ 
tracts many tourists. 

“Approving this could 
result in a proliferation of 
such applications and if ap¬ 
proved would be a scar in 
the local landscape.” 

Representations have also 
been received by the council 
from neighbours with con¬ 
cerns.

“Investment in infrastructure works 
needed to accommodate an hourly service 
has been completed and the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment is now contemplating changes to 
Arriva Trains Wales’ franchise which would 
allow the service to be implemented. 

“An hourly service between Aberystwyth 
and Birmingham would be a major boost to 
the people of Mid Wales and I am optimistic 
that it will be a reality by 2015.” 

Late last year, Robert Robinson, Welsh¬ 
pool town clerk and secretary of the 
Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth Rail Liaison 
Committee met with Welsh Assembly 
transport minister Edwina Hart, who said 
she wanted the service to begin as soon as 
possible. 

More than 6,500 people responded to a 
consultation organised by Mr Robinson 
and supported by Welshpool Town Council 
into the plans. The Welsh Assembly had 
expected a response of 400, but Welshpool 
town councillors boarded trains and asked 
commuters to fill out the surveys as they 
travelled, which proved a huge success. 

The trains would pass from Aberystwyth 
to Shrewsbury, stopping at both Newtown 
and Welshpool en route.

Orthopaedic is taking 
on more nursing staff

THE Orthopaedic Hospital near Oswestry is taking on more nurses. 

The hospital’s Foundation Trust Board heard that the spinal injuries unit 
had been one of the first departments to have benefitted from the decision. 

It follows nationwide health reports which have recommended an increase in nurse 
staffing levels in hospitals across Britain. 

Director of Nursing at the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital, Jane 
Downey, told the trust board that the recruitment would be across the board. 

“The Keogh report is encouraging hospitals to increase numbers of registered nurses. 

' We are now putting this in place and, as 
health care assistants have left we are re¬ 
placing them with registered nurses.” 

Earlier Rebecca Warren, ward sister at 
the spinal centre, from the spinal injuries 
unit said changes had already taken place 
in the unit with number of registered nurses 
during the day rising to four and at night to 
3.5. We are also recruiting ahead of vacan¬ 
cies, which is fantastic news. The ward is 
also bringing in 12 hour shifts on the unit 
which will bring greater continuity.” 

She outlined changes at the centre, from 
dealing with infection control to tidying up 
the unit in general. 

“Our infection control rates are extremely 
low, as well as the occurrence of falls and 
pressure sores. We have a wonderful staff 
of cleaners who keep the centre spotless.” 

A culture of compassion and care, which 
the hospital was known for, was being ac¬ 
tively promoted, she said. 

“We want to be known for having that 
extra special touch, which makes us stand 
out,” she said. 

Trust chairman, Mr Russell Hardy, said: 
“The Spinal Injuries Unit has our most 
complex patients, both physically and emo¬ 
tionally. 

“Our staff are helping people, both the pa¬ 
tients and their families, through the most 
unbelievable trauma.” 


Police tax is 
under attack 

PLANS to increase the police element of 
council tax in Shropshire by almost two per 
cent from April have come under fire from 
a member of the West Mercia Police and 
Crime Panel. 

Councillor Michael Wood said he was 
concerned at the police council tax precept 
increasing by 1.99 per cent at a time when 
the force has millions in reserves. 

He said he did not believe the increase 
could be justified at a time when cash- 
strapped Shropshire Council had managed 
to freeze its council tax level for the fifth 
year in a row despite its ongoing financial 
difficulties. 

Police and crime panels are able to 
scrutinise budgets set by police and crime 
commissioners, but have no power to force 
alterations. 

Councillor Wood said West Mercia Police 
currently has £49.3 million in reserves, a 
figure he said Shropshire Council “could 
only dream of. ”

West Midlands Ambu¬

A spokeswoman said: 
“Crews were told the cy¬ 
clist, a 46-year-old woman, 
had been thrown three me¬ 
tres into the air following 
a collision with a car. “The 
woman, who had initially 
been knocked unconscious, 
was being cared for by a first 
aider when crews arrived. 
The cyclist had suffered a 
cut to her head and a dis¬ 
located thumb which were 
dealt with by paramedics. 

“Due to the mechanism 
of the crash and suspicion 
of a more serious head in¬ 
jury, she was immobilised 
as a precaution before being 
airlifted to University Hos¬ 
pital North Staffordshire in 
Stoke-on-Trent for further 
assessment and treatment.

GP appointment delays 


ONE in 10 people across Shropshire cannot 
get an appointment with their GR new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

And of those that could get an appoint¬ 
ment, more than 16 per cent of patients had 
to wait week or more before seeing their 
doctor or practice nurse. 

Nearly half of those who did not get an 
appointment said it was because they could 
not get one on the day they wanted. 

The NHS England GP Patient Survey, 
which covers the periods from January to 


March and from July to September last 
year, saw more than 8,000 people surveyed 
across Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin. 

Figures showed that seven per cent in 
Shropshire were unable to get an appoint¬ 
ment. 

But most people who took part in the 
survey were happy with their overall expe¬ 
rience, with the majority saying they would 
recommend their GP to someone moving 
into the area.

He told a meeting of the 
council: “It was thought 
Powys has got away without 
too much change, just being 
asked to integrate with the 
teaching health board, but 
the changes are more reach¬ 
ing. 

“There is a provision for 
community councils like 
us to be forced to merge to 
form larger entities. 

“What is not clear at all is 
how many merged councils 
there is going to be and how 
exactly they will be funded.” 

Councillor Brautigam said 
although he could follow the 
sense behind the move, the 


challenges. 

He said in theory Llanfyl¬ 
lin could be told to merge 
with a group of councils for 
the Welshpool area., 

The councillor said some 
difficulties could emerge 
when councils with lower 
council tax precepts and 
which are responsible for 
very few services are merged 
with councils which have 
large budgets and have sev¬ 
eral responsibilities. 

Councillor Brautigam 
said: “Party leaders at 
Powys County Council are 
getting together to see what 
is being proposed. 

“This is due for imple¬ 
mentation by 2017. This 
council as we sit now will 
disappear in 2017 one way 
or another. 

“Personally I can see the 
sense in it but I can also 
see enormous problems be¬ 
cause of the way councils 
are funded for different pur¬ 
poses.”

“We will be working with 
schools to help educate the 
future generation, provid¬ 
ing lessons in sexual health 
as well as working with local 
health clinics to provide 
youth friendly services.”

Dai is chef director at the

he was awarded an Honor¬ 
ary Fellowship at Glyndwr 
University in Wrexham. 

Council invests in 
new technology 

A council on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border is 
spending £400,000 on new 
technology so residents 
can have 24/7 contact with 
their local authority.

portal. 


Hospital services redesign 
project to cost over £lm 


MORE than £1 million is to be spent on the 
project to shake up how specialist clinical 
services such as accident and emergency 
treatment are delivered in Shropshire’s hos¬ 
pitals - with costs likely to rise further. 

NHS bosses have set aside £1.145 million for the 
delivery of the Future Fit programme to redesign of 
how services are delivered in Shropshire, Telford & 
Wrekin and Mid Wales. ■ By Chris Burn 


It is expected to result in 
major changes to the level of 
service at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury and Princess Royal 
Hospitals across different 
specialist departments. 

Shropshire Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group is putting 
in £633,000 towards the 
project between the current 
financial year and 2015/16, 
with Telford & Wrekin 
CCG contributing £422,000 
and NHS England paying 
£90,000 towardse project 
costs. 

The majority of the money 
has been earmarked to be 
spent on the running of a 
programme management 
office, with nearly £800,000 
put aside for this area. 

The report said a pro¬ 
gramme director, senior 
programme manager, pro¬ 
gramme manager and pro¬ 
gramme administrator will 
be appointed, while external 
consultancy support is to be 
provided by NHS Central 
Midlands Commissioning 
Support. 

A total of £128,000 has 
been set aside for commu¬ 


nications and engagement 
work so far. 

But costs are likely to 
increase further, with the 
budgets for several elements 
of the programme yet to be 
confirmed in both 2014/15 
and 2015/16. 

The report said: “The 
programme budget will be 
reviewed and updated as the 
programme progresses and 
changes will be submitted 
to the Programme Board for 
approval.” 

Work is taking place be¬ 
tween Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford Hospital NHS Trust, 
Shropshire CCG, Telford 
and Wrekin CCG Shrop¬ 
shire Community Health 
Trust and Powys Local 
Health Board on the pro¬ 
ject. It will review how and 
where services such as A&E 
departments are run. 

An outline business case 
for making changes is due in 
January next year, at which 
point a formal public consul¬ 
tation will start. A full busi¬ 
ness case is scheduled to be 
completed in early 2016.

Council's 
cuts will 
impact 
on elderly 

COUNCIL cuts could have a 
“devastating impact” on the 
lives of older people living 
in Wales, according to a new 
report. 

The warning by the Older 
People’s Commissioner for 
Wales comes as Welsh au¬ 
thorities on the Shropshire 
border, including Powys 
County Council and Wr¬ 
exham County Borough 
Council, wrestle with mul¬ 
ti-million pound spending 
cuts to balance their books. 

The new report - “The 
Importance and Impact of 
Community Services within 
Wales” - brings together a 
wide range of evidence to 
make a strong case for pro¬ 
tecting community services. 

The report states they are 
essential not only to help 
older people maintain their 
health, independence and 
wellbeing, but also to sup¬ 
port them in making a huge 
contribution to the Welsh 
economy - currently worth 
£1 billion a year - through 
continued employment, vol¬ 
unteering and childcare. 

Sarah Rochira, Older 
People’s Commissioner 
for Wales, said: “There is 
real concern among many 
older people that these vital 
services are disappearing, 
which will have a devastat¬ 
ing impact on their lives. 

“These services are not 
luxuries - they are essential 
to the maintenance of older 
people’s health, independ¬ 
ence and wellbeing.”

Skylark's song heralds 
the dawning of spring 


PERHAPS it’s the fact that we’ve 
had such a damp and miserable 
start to the year, or that one sim¬ 
ply cannot wait for spring... but 
yesterday I had one of the very 
best reminders of the coming 
season that a naturalist can pos¬ 
sibly hope for. 

The dawn chorus is most loved for 
its differing melodies, prolonged per¬ 
formance and sheer variety. We’ll have 
to wait a few more weeks for it to burst 
forth upon us, but there is a very cred¬ 
itable choir at work already in the Sa¬ 
lopian countryside and what’s more, 
you only need to find one bird to expe¬ 
rience it. Of all the birds encountered 
in literature, the skylark has to be the 
most intriguing. To the writers it is so 
powerfully representative of freedom, 
inspiration, hope, and joy. 

Complex 

Every time I’ve read an ecstatic poem 
about skylarks, I wondered why this bird, 
among all of Britain’s songbirds, evoked 
such emotion. It is not all about the singing 
of the song itself as many assume, but we 
might as well start there, for what a song 
it is! Bird songs are among the most com¬ 
plex sounds produced by animals and the 
skylark (Alauda arvensis) is one of the most 
complex of all. The songs are composed of 
‘syllables’, consecutive sounds produced in 
a complex way, with almost no repetition. 
The male can sing more than 300 different 
syllables, and each bird’s song is slightly 
different. 

Unlike most perching birds, the male 
sings in flight. He starts up suddenly from

the ground, goes up high in the sky and 
hovers there for a few minutes, then plum¬ 
mets down to land on the ground. All this 
time he is singing. The song has been de¬ 
scribed rather callously as ‘rasping’ yet in 
my view it is still one of the great sounds 
of the natural world. If you disturb several 
skylarks, they will all fly up at once and you 
may well be treated to an audible battery 
from high above, sounding as though the 
heavens were alive with birdsong. And this 
brings us on to the next point. 

As the lark sings not from a perch but 
while flying, so the song emerges from the 
sky above. Very few birds do this and so it is 
with the skylark that many people attached 
heavenly properties. ‘Rising like a lark’ is a 
familiar saying but it doesn’t just refer to 
the vertical flight of the male bird. Skylarks 
are most active in the early mornings and so 
this little bird, apparently so cheerful, was 
always regarded as stoic and industrious, 
welcoming in each new day with passion. 

As the night flees and the first glow of 
dawn appears, all the above characteristics 
are realised when skylark watching. How¬ 
ever if, in the coming weeks, you do find 
yourself listening to ‘the lark ascending’ 
remember to watch where you tread. These 
are ground-nesters and if they’re singing, 
they’re breeding. If they’re breeding then 
that means there are nests and eggs.

More buyers are 
demanding best 
broadband links 

SLOW broadband speeds can play a major role in house 
sales, with the lack of superfast connectivity a potential 
dealbreaker, property experts have said. 

County estate agents said broadband speed is so vital 
that buyers are sometimes not even looking at a property 
if they discover that superfast speeds are not available in 
the area. 

Many areas of Shropshire have a broadband speed slower 
than 2Mbps (megabits per second) and some parts of the 
county are still without any broadband connection. 

Alison Martin, from Bowen Son & Watson estate agent in 
Oswestry said agents do get asked about broadband speeds 
by potential buyers. 

“People do mention broadband and ask us to get in touch 
with the owners to ask about speeds. 

“We do get asked about it and it has been something peo¬ 
ple have asked about for a few years now,” she said. 

“I don’t think we’ve ever had anyone pass on a purchase 
for the broadband speeds alone, but it may be a contrib¬ 
uting factor in a decision if there are a few little things 
someone doesn’t like. 

“We find that people might ask before they even go and 
view a property as well, so they might decide not to view a 
property that doesn’t get good broadband.” 

Property search website Rightmove has now added a 
broadband speed checker to its listings alongside factors 
such as quality of local schools and transport links. 

And company bosses said research conducted among 
among 3,000 people found that broadband details were 
ranked as a more important feature when searching for 
property than information on transport links and nearby 
schools. 

Bernard Phillips, head of consumer platforms at Right- 
move, said: “We’re pleased to add data on broadband, 
something that has become ingrained in people’s lives and 
an important factor when choosing a home.” 

The Government’s roll-out of the superfast network 
to reach 95 per cent of the UK promising speeds of up to 
30Mbps has been delayed until 2017, with the latest figures 
from the communications regulator Ofcom, showing that 
these broadband speeds are unavailable to a quarter of the 
country. 

According to Connecting Shropshire, just five per cent of 
homes in the Shropshire Council-covered part of the county 
already have access to at least 2Mbps connections.

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Popular Leon gets estate

Why it’s taken SEAT so long to 
introduce an estate version of 
the popular Leon range is any¬ 
one’s guess. 

But now they have and the company has 
done a great job, managing to keep the 
highly impressive hatchback’s style and 
handling in place. 

It’s called a Sports Tourer - but it is an 
estate in my book - and the third bodystyle 
in the range, joining the five-door hatch 
and three-door Sport Coupe (SC). 

The line-up is the same as the five-door 
too with S, SE and FR trim levels, and 
power coming from a selection of turbo¬ 
charged petrol and diesel engines. My 
pick is the SE 1.6TDi 105PS version with a 
starting price of £19,495, average fuel con¬ 


sumption figures of an amazing 74.3mpg 
and C02 emissions of only 99g/km. 

Surprisingly you still get a top speed of 
119mph from this model though getting to 
62mph will take you over 11 seconds. 

So SEAT haven’t let anyone down with 
the performance side and certainly haven’t 
with the additional space. 

Boot space is particularly impressive 
and while the Leon is not top of the class it 
does command a medal place with an im¬ 
pressive moveable boot floor, easy folding 
rear seats and even a folding front passen¬ 
ger seat, just in case you need to carry the 
odd coffin. 

The Leon shares the same chassis as 
Audi A3 and VW Golf, so solid handling is 
guaranteed, with a tight ride and respon¬ 
sive steering, though the ride is quite firm 
and was commented on by rear seat pas¬ 
sengers. Inside this Leon is a genuine five 
seater with leg and head room to spare 




with the fascia taken from the earlier models. 
Like all SEAT’S that means practical and simple. 

The touch-screen conrol centre is well posi¬ 
tioned and simple to operate, which is a real bo¬ 
nus when driving different cars each week. Often 
the week has gone by the time I have mastered 
the controls. Why can’t they all be standard? 

There’s the same safety levels as on the rest 
of the range. That means seven airbags, stability 
control, emergency brake assist and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring system. 

You get active front head restraints to mini¬ 
mise whiplash, Isofix child-seat mounting points, 
remote central locking and an alarm which has 
helped SEAT record the maximum five stars in 
Euro NCAP crash tests. 

The test car came complete with LED head¬ 


lamps and DAB digital radio, heated front seats, 
heated front washers, rain sensing wipers, light 
sensors and electric folding door mirrors. 

I was impressed by the automatic light dipping 
system, which must be a big must for all man¬ 
ufacturers, and the driver pack, which includes 
lane assist. You get Bluetooth, USB input, air- 
con, colour touch-screen, wheel-mounted audio 
controls and electric front windows, so you get 
quite a bit for your money. It also had 17” alloys 
and tinted rear windows, all of which totalled 
£3,330 and helped the price up to £22,825. 

The big competition will probably come from 
Skoda and Golf and SEAT is the cheaper option. 

I’ve become a bit of a SEAT fan over the years 
and I can’t say that I’m anything but impressed 
by this latest addition.

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Big Cat gets a sleeker look

Some cars dress up very nicely. 
The Jaguar XF executive model 
is one of them. Choose it in su¬ 
percharged XFR or XFR-S per¬ 
formance guises and it’s every 
bit the BMW M5 rival. 

Where Jaguar has historically missed 
a trick is offering that same look with its 
more affordable diesel engines and more 
realistically priced trim levels as, say, BMW 
does with its M Sport trim on the 5 Series. 
But the Solihull brand has now caught up. 
Hence the availability of the R-Sport trim 
we’re looking at here on more dynam¬ 
ic-looking variants of the XF saloon and XF 
Sportbrake estate. 

Order your XF as an R-Sport and you 
get the standard recipe embellished with 
much of the look whichcharacterises the 
range-topping XFR super saloon model. 


There’s a choice of saloon or estate body- 
styles and you can select between all three 
of the main diesel engines in the XF line¬ 
up. That means the familiar 2.2-litre pow- 
erplant in 163 or 200PS guises, plus the 
240PS 3.0-litre diesel V6. 

Yes, the R-Sport package merely repre¬ 
sents a trim level: there are no mechani¬ 
cal changes over the standard XF. But that 
doesn’t necessarily mean this car is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing. 

If you really want some strong pulling 
power in your XF R-Sport, there’s the op¬ 
tion of the 3.0-litre V6 diesel with 240PS. 
For most, however, there’s more relevance 
in the performance of that 2.2-litre diesel. 
The entry-level 163PS XF will stop the 
watch at 9.8 seconds. 

But the 200PS version, which is actually 
just as clean and economical, manages it 
in a far more sprightly 8.5 seconds, on the 
way to a 142mph maximum. With 450Nm 
of torque available from only 2,000rpm, 
there’s no shortage of muscle with this en¬ 






gine, and the XF eight-speed auto transmission 
means you’re always plugged into the meat of it. 

Across the XF range, advances have been 
made in refinement, with active engine mounts 
(diesels) and sound deadening material featur¬ 
ing on the car as well as redesigned wing mirrors 
to reduce wind noise. 

Since its main facelift back in Spring 2011, 
the XF has had a much sleeker look, something 
that’s also a feature of the sleek Sportbrake es¬ 
tate. That model has a 1675-litre total loading ca¬ 
pacity and there are nearly 100 different ways to 
configure the interior. 

Inside, it’s still a special experience. The auto 
gear selector rises into the palm of your hand on 
start-up as the dashboard airvents acrobatically 


turn into position to greet you as you fire the ig¬ 
nition. 

If your only experience of XF motoring is of the 
original version, then in this current model, you’ll 
appreciate the more supportive seats, the smart¬ 
er satin-feel switches and the classier graphics 
on the 7-inch touch screen which looks after 
most of the main dashboard functions. 

Relax inside an XF and from the stitched leath¬ 
er dashboard and door cappings to the alumini¬ 
um and wood furnishings, it really does feel spe¬ 
cial. The craftsmanship, materials and attention 
to detail all impress. 

Jaguar’s designers have sought to find more 
interesting ways to say ‘luxury’, and largely, their 
efforts have worked. The lines are clean and 


pure, the materials are familiar, but with a very 
modern flavour - from soft-grained leathers to 
real wood veneers with a bold, contemporary 
spin. Even the phosphor-blue interior lighting 
has its own mood. 

No apologies for concentrating on that 2.2-litre 
diesel engine again. In 163PS form, it’s available 
in the latest EC02 spec which, amongst other 
things, uses an engine stop/start system to de¬ 
liver a 57.7mpg combined cycle fuel figure along 
with 129g/km of C02. 

If you’ve set your heart on a Jaguar XF, then 
you’ll not be unaware of the driveway statement 
your purchase will make. In which case, you’re 
likely to be very tempted by R-Sport spec, even 
at a £3,000 premium over the standard model.

Ellesmere swimmers are 
golden record breakers

RISING swimming stars from Elles¬ 
mere College Titans Swimming 
Club concluded the final week¬ 
end of the Shropshire ASA County 
Championships at Wolverhampton 
in some style. 

In taking an unprecedented 347 medals during the four 
days of competition was just simply staggering - and this 
despite missing some key members out with illness or nig¬ 
gling injuries. 

In addition, a spectacular 53 Shropshire County records 
(plus nine from other Shropshire clubs) were broken by the 
Ellesmere swimmers as well as 62 club records. 

Leading the way was 12-year-old Ellinor Southward who 
finished the championships by winning every one of her 
events. Her single medal total alone resulted in an amazing 
16 golds together with four Shropshire county records and 
nine of ‘Titans’ own Club Records. 

In the end of year UK short course rankings, Southward 
now sits in first place in one, second in three, third in three, 
fourth in two, fifth in three and sixth in two events making 
her in the top six in 14 events. 

This is very rare, most possibly unprecedented, in the 
ASA and represents a great swimming career blossoming 
and reflects on her natural talent. 

Others top on the medal table were 14-year-old Tazmin 
Pugh with 12 golds two silver and a bronze and nine Shrop¬ 
shire county records and 15 club records. 

Pugh is now first in the UK in three events, second in 
two, third in three, fourth in one and fifth in two more and 
is in the top 10 in 11 events. 

Pugh’s time of 28.85 in the 50m fly was the fouth fastest 
of all time from over 10,000 records kept for that event and 
now sits in the top 30 of all time in five events. 

At the tender age of 10, Esme Hughes took the Cham¬ 
pionships by storm winning eight golds and three silver 
with one County Record. 

Commonwealth trials 

Eleven-year-old Jade Hamilton won five gold six silver 
and two bronze medals with one county and club record. 

Putting in great performances was Chloe Golding (15) 
who took home 11 golds being top girl in the pool in nearly 
as many, two silver, one bronze together with seven county 
and club records and in the top ten in eight events in the 
UK rankings. 

Fellow team mate Olivia Gardner (15) won five golds, 10 
silver, two bronze and two Shropshire and five club records. 

Llawen Rossell-Smith (17) also took five gold and three 
silver medals and two County records. 

These older girls will now be preparing for the Common¬ 
wealth Games trials in April. 

Another youngster performing tremendously was 
11-year-old Jade Hamilton breaking personal bests galore 
and winning three golds, seven silver and two bronze med¬ 
als - making it 12 medals in total as well as breaking a 
county record. 

Chantelle Ridgeway (15) swam a great new personal best 
in the 100m fly to record her first win followed by two silver 
and six bronze medals. 

In the very final event the 400m free 14-year-old Mur- 
rin Dalrymple (14) took gold with a new County and club 
rRecord, together with three silver and five bronze over the 
Championships. 

The boys were far from being outdone in fact winning 
even more County Championship titles with Charlie 
Hutchison (11) repeating Southward’s feat (above) himself 
winning all but one of the events he competed in taking 
home twelve golds with seven County and ‘Titans’ club 
records. 

Hutchison himself sits proudly in first place in seven 
events in the UK rankings, second in two and third in one 
more. 

Young 10-year-old Ben Holland won nine golds and 
championship titles and two county records as well as top 
boy once again together with a silver medals. Joseph Small 
(13) also took an impressive nine golds at the same time 
breaking one county and three club records.
